The Wise Course 

Mayor Hartsfield, in his annual council 
message, urges drastic reduction in the cost of 
Atianta’s municipal government. In which 
stand, it is evident, the mayor is entirely cor- 
rect. 

He suggests elimination, for the duration, of 
two municipal activities which could well be 
dispensed with. One is the Office of the Smoke 
Abatement Bureau with its staff and the other 
the post of director of city relief. © 

We can put up with the smoke nuisance in 
order to aid in getting rid of the Axis, world 
nuisance. And the functions of public relief 
have been taken over by the county, the state 
and the federal government to such an extent 
there is no longer need for city expenditure of 
this character. 

Furthermore, Mayor Hartsfield recommends 
that, when city employes leave their jobs to 
enter the armed services, or for other reasons, 
they be not replaced except in cases of absolute 


necessity. 

With ever mounting war costs reaching the 
pockets of the people in the form of similarly 
mounting federal taxes: with everyone striving 
to put every dollar he can spare into war 
stamps and war bonds, it is essential that all 
branches of local government—state,. county 
and city—exercise utmost economy. Such econ- 
omy is the best service they can render to their 
taxpayers. 

Furthermore, Jocal governments, as indi- 
viduals and industry, have been hard hit by 
the priorities on materials and have thus had 
to forego many betterment projects which, in 
normal times, would be undertaken. There is 
effected, in this way, an immediate financial 
saving. However, many of the projects now 
undone are merely deferred. They will have 
to be undertaken after the war. 

The wise governmental executives will, 
therefore, strive to their utmost to so save 
current revenue they may create a reserve fund 
to be held until after war. Such a fund 
will then be needed the deferred 
construction and maintenance projects. To aid, 
also, in the turn from war to peace by thus 
providing jobs for many workers at a time 
when jobs will be urgently needed. 

City revenue is decreasing, because of the 
war. The Atlanta government must economize, 
not only because of this decrease in city reve- 
nue. but as a direct aid to the national war 
and in far-seeing preparation for the

Why Not the Rumi Plan? 


According to all reports from Washington, 
the principal objection to the Ruml pay-as- 
you-earn income tax*plan, is based upon the 
idea that it would mean wiping out entirely 
tax payments for one year. Not that there 
would be any hiatus in receipts by the Treas- 
ury, but because the payments made, say in 
1943, would be on 1943 incomes instead of on 
1942, as now. 

The only actual difference would be in the 
mythical bookkeeping between Uncle Sam and 
the taxpayers. There would not be that item 
of “taxes due” for the preceding year, on the 
books. It would simply mean that, when the 
time comes—if ever it does—that income taxes 
may be repealed, we should have to pay for one 
additional year at the end, to make up for the 
year skipped in adoption of the pay-as-you- 
earn plan. 


It thus seems strange that congress should 
base opposition to the Rum! plan on any such 
ground as this. The only thing that really mat- 
ters is that the tax revenue shall continue to 
flow into the Treasury, to finance the war and 
the normal governmental costs, without inter- 
ruption. Adoption of the Ruml plan would 
entail no interruption in the receipts. 

Furthermore, by making’ it easier for the 
average taxpayer to meet his obligation to 
Uncle Sam, the revenue would, in all prob- 
ability, actually increase. For, under the new, 
heavier tax rates which are now in effect, 
and under the present system there is bound 
to be a considerable ratio of tax delinquents 
who will never be able to meet that obligation. 
Under the Rum] plan there would be no need 
for anyone to be delinquent. Thus this loss in 
the “bad debts” column would be eliminated. 

A number of solons, including Senator Wal- 
ter George, of Georgia, have approved the 
Ruml plan in principle but predict it will 
undergo modifications before adoption by the 
congress. This is to be expected. It is the 
congressional way of doing things. 

But as to fear of “loss” through the elimina- 
tion of one year’s tax payments, necessitated 
to get on the current payment plan, the con- 
greas may safely forget this. There will be no 
loss actually. Merely a bookkeeping adjust- 


ment.

WITH SOUTH PACIFIC FLEET, Jan. 5—(AP)—A daring 
submarine operation under the cover of darkness has re- 
sulted in the rescue of 29 men, women and children from a 
Japanese-held island in the Solomon group, Admiral William 


F. Halsey disclosed today. 

The commander of the South 
Pacific force said that 17 of those 
rescued were white women known 
to have been in imminent danger 
of ill treatment and death. Three 
were children. 

The operation involved the de- 
taching of a fleet submarine from 
the task of sinking Japanese ship- 
ping and sending her to shallow 
waters to effect the evacuation. 

Race Against Time. 

The daring coup was 
plished under the very noses 
the Japs. 

Information was received late 
in December that a party of mis- 
sionaries, who had not been evac- 
uated prior to enemy occupation 
of the Solomons last spring, was 
in danger of capture by a raiding 
force of several hundred Japanese. 
The missionaries had heard of the 
presence of white women on the 
island. 

The task of rescuing the group 
became a race against time. Just 
before New Year’s Day informa- 
tion was received that the Japa- 
nese planned to send a strong de- 
tachment to capture the miussion- 
aries after two enemy onsets had 
sent the whites scurrying into the 
brush for safety. 

Chose Submarine. 

Only two methods of effecting 
the rescue were feasible—either 
by air or submarine. The under- 
water craft was chosen. 

Messages were dispatched to 
this craft. which was unable to re- 
ply lest it give away its position. 
Thus progress of the daring plan 
to evacuate those endangered 
would not be determined. 

It is known now, however, that 
the submarine commander §re- 
ceived and carried out the orders. 

The submarine reached the ren- 
dezvous exactly on schedule. It 
stood close to shore, and took the 
refugees aboard at night after re- 
plying to a pre-designatec signal. 
Originally it had been planned to 
make a second attempt the follow- 
ing night if the initial try was un- 
successful! 

Identity Unknown.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 
The government will save about 
$100,000,000 between now and 
July 1 through liquidation of the 
Works Progress Administration, 
the joint Congressional Economy 
Committee was told today, but 
Senator McKellar, Democrat, Ten- 
nessee, criticized WPA plans to 
spend about $42,000,000 in closing 
out its work 

“That's a good deal of money to 
be spent by an agency which 
supposed to be liquidated,” 
said 

President Roosevelt has ordered 
the liquidation of WPA, as far as 
possible, by February 1. George 
Field, deputy WPA commissioner, 
told the Economy Committee he 
hoped to halt all project opera- 
tions in the 48 states by May 1 
and to liquidate the entire organi- 
zation by July 1, except for neces- 
sary clean-up bookkeeping. 

By doing so, he said, $80,000,000 | 
of WPA’'s $280,000,000 appropria- 
tion will remain unspent, and in 
addition about $20,000,000 worth 
of supplies and equipment will be 
available for transfer to other gov- 
emer agencies or for sale on 
the open market.

CHICAGO, Jan. 5.—(#)—The 
major leagues, in emergency joint 
session with Commissioner Kene- 
saw Mountain Landis, ruled out 
today proposed training bases in 
the South Atlantic states and Hot 
Springs, Ark., and drew up a 
sharply-defined area, with the un- 
derstanding each club would con- 
dition at home, or as closé as pos- 
sible, in the interest of curtailing 
rail travel mileage. 


Teams, they decided, must train 


north of the Potomac and Ohio 
rivers and east of the Mississippi, 
with the exception of the two St. 
Louis clubs which were given the 
option of using Missouri as a site. 

Both leagues decided to set back 
the opening of the 1943 season 
eight days to April 21, but voted 
to continue the playing period one 
week, closing on October 3. 

Several weeks ago, after Florida 
and California had been listed as 
“out of bounds” for spring train- 
ing, areas in the south covered by 
the Southern Association, Pied- 
mont and Sally Leagues had put 
in bids with major league clubs 
as conditioning camps, but today’s 
decision completely knocked out 
any such plans. 

Eastman Pleased. 

In Washington Joseph B. East- 
man, director of the Office of De- 
fense Transportation, said he was 
“greatly pleased by the action 
which the major leagues have 
taken today to reduce their travel 
requirements for the coming sea- 
son.” His statement was released 
here by the Office of War Infor- 
mation. 

Eastman said the only request 
he had made of baseball men was 
that they hold travel to the nec- 
essary minimum, but he added he 
had not specified what that min- 


imum should be because he did | 


not “know enough about the base- 
ball industry to pass judgment on 
that matter.”
